DEER HUNTING IN THE ANDES.

Suutlk Amcru an ladiiiiia Seizo Ai.y Ad- -
vautajjo Over THicm They Can.

The ruunner in which the iSouth Amer-
ican Ini'.iuns hunt deer in the Conlil-lera- s

is vt-r- intereNtinK' and sornexvhi.t
injrcnioiiH. saj--s the IX'troit Free lYess.
They first uscrrtain the liH-alit- it
which the animals conrcg-at- to gTaze,
and then the men, women, anil ol.l
children of the tribe make extensive
preparations to hem in the herd. In
order to cause a stampede they blow
horns, yell, and make other bewildering"
and outlandish noises. As a natural
consequence the frightened deer quit
their gT.tzing' places. They form in line
in refrular marehinj? order, the elder
males leading1 the way, followed by the
females and young-- , while the rear of
the column is brought up by the young-bucks-

,

who act as protectors to the
eenters.

The Indians now close in on them,
seeing- - which the animals prepare to do
battle for their lives. The hunters then
proceed to prepare the instruments of
destruction, consisting- of lare lances,
resinous torches, and nooses fixed to
Ion? poles.

The worst enemy of the deer is the
jnytiar and wildcat, and their animosity
to them is such that they have been
known to leap over a hunter in order to
attack either of these feline foes. The
Indians knowing- - this, employ it to
preat advantag-- during these hunts.
The women stuff a number of
ja;ruar and eat skins, which are placed
in prominent positions on the ed?e of
precipices, in full view of the deer. ly

the bucks make a violent ef-

fort to t at them, in order to hurl
them into the abyss beneath, but are
thus treated themselves by the wily
hunters, who push them over the cliffs,
where they are quickly hamstrung- or
otherwise disabled by the women, who
ere stationed Wlow. After the first

on the stuffed figures the re-

maining deer seem to recognize the fact
taut they have K-c-n tricked and hud-
dle together, awaiting- another attack.

Then the Indians throw lighted
torches anion? them and a panic ensues.
They make desperate efforts to
but the relentless hunters drive them
over the crap until they see that a suf-
ficient number have Wen captured
usually four or live hundred. They do
not usually harm the females and fawns
r.nd :'.lso allow a few bucks to ese.ipe.
Very seldom is a doe killed, and if a
fawn is captured it is immediately lib-
erated. The flesh is eaten by the In-

dians and also carried to the village to
be sold, while the skins are either pur-
chased by dealers or made up into va-
rious articles by those who nssisted in
their capture.

MENNONITES OF RUSSIA.

The Iltii-.lsftiji- of a Christian Sc-e- t I'n.lcr
(Ik Czar's Government.

The Mennonites o4 Utissia, as well as
Hebrews, are complaining of the sever-
ities of the czar's government, and. but
for the ob.ttacl 's to their emi?r::ti" n,
the whole IkkIv of them would probably
come t i this country. They are a
Christ i.m sect over three centuries ohl,
and hold a baptismal doctrine not recog-
nized by the orthodox (ireek church,
i tit- which the has tried to
drive them.

The Russian Mcnnonites, who num-
ber only about (JO.OiXI, tip their
habitation in southern Kussia. near the
se:i of Azov, almut a century a?o. ex-
plains the Xew York San. havin? then
left Prussia on account of the hardships
to which they were subjected. Thev
are a peaeefcl. intelligent, virtuous and
industrious people and they have en-
joyed rare prosperity in that region.

The main trouble of the government
with them prows out of their rcliiriotis
principle of and their reft:--

--!1, to render military service. For a
. p.g period of time they were exempt

f ii. in service by the decrees of the czars,
but this privilege was withdrawn twen-
ty years ago. They then obtained per-
mission to leave Uussia within a speci-lie- d

time.
In lTo they Ttegan to take advantage

at it, nnd several thousand of them
f refuge in this connl ry. Ths fir.-- t
colonies went as farmers to Kansas and
Minnesota, where they purchased land
and got along finely. The C7.nr seeing
their determination modified l.is decree
of conscription, and gave orders tiuit, in
time of war, they should Ih.' required
only to render service in the mii'titry
hospitals. The granting of this pri .iiege
ar.d the expiration of the peri.xi dur.ng
which they were allowed to emigrate
stopped the mennonito movement t.
America. The whole Ixxly of them was
desirous of leaving Kussia, as they left
Itusm:i a century ago.

Xow again they are suffering hard-
ships through the operation of the con-
scription law and through the czar's de--t

rminat ion to bring them into the orth-do- x

fold. If permission could In? obtained
by them to leave Kussia they would fol-

low those of their brethren who came
here eighteen years ago.

Railroad in Switzerland.
A great amount r.f railroad building

is goingon all over Switzerland, sparing
mountain, no valley, and it is sur-p- i

to liad that this most dif.icult of
all countries for railroad engineering
should possess relatively more railways
than the New England states. In the
latter there is one kilometer of railways
to every seventeen square kilometers of
land; in Switzerland one to every thir-
teen square kilometers: in other words,
the New England states are four and a
half times larger than Switzerlan.l, and
have but three times more railways, al-
though in Switzerland one-ha- lf of the
country is occupied by the highest
mountain ranges of Europe. The re-

ceipts average in the New England
suites about three thousand dollars a
year per kilometer; in Switzerland,
fifty-five- - hundred dollars, which dif-

ference is mainly due to summer travel.
